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PREFACE. 



n^HERE needs no more to recommend this Manual 
■^ to the pious reader, than the name of its great 
author, who was both so eoccellent a judge of the 
matter and language of devotion, and so lively 
an example of its me, as made him in all parts 
qualified and furnished to direct others. 

But of the manner of this Edition, we would 
trouble the reader with a word of explanation. 

Great care have we bestowed in order to retain 
most carefully the words, as they were written and 
employed by the Archbishop ; but inasmuch as in 
many cases, he of his learning made use of tite 
Latin tongue, and as thete be many who, unlike 
him, are ignorant of other than their own tongue, 
iffet we would not that they should be deprived 
of the service of so useful and excellent devotions,) 
we have taken the great liberty of appending a 
translation into our own language to those por- 
tions which in most editions are only to be found 
in Latin; believing that the usefulness will out' 
weigh the presumption. So that, while ive give 
the book complete and entire, we at the same time 
give it in such manner as to be serutcea&fe to ill* 
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And f&r dMincti&n, ice have pmited the Latin in 
red colour, ih^ Mngfish throughout appearing in 
the ordinanj black ; which ice think has, beside en- 
hancing the utility of the book, added much t^ the 
beauty thereof, — if the reader will pardon us, who 
should least Judge of our omn leork, raying so^ 

It remains hut that we should tell the authority 
on lehich zee ham printed our Edition^ for tite origi- 
nal MS, u, m mani/ persons know, not to befmind; 
it has therefore appeared good to follow the edition 
which was put forth hj Br. Bayly at Oxford, in 
the year of our Lord 1667, and was printed from 
the Bishop's own hmulwriting. 

And m to those emeelknt Latin prayers selected 
from t/ie primitive tenters which are now made 
info English, we have not presumed ta take upon 
oursekes the rendering thereof, but have extracted 
that which was required from the DAILY OF- 
FICE OF A CHRISTIAN, lehich icas printed 
at the Great Turk*s Mead in Fleet-street, for 
Samuel Kehle, in 1705; for besides our wanting 
of confidence in our pouters, our admiration of the 
skill and exeelUnce of the translator, and of the 
good and pious language, (although to some ears it 
may sound a little quaint,) has afforded an addi' 
tional reason why we should hold ourselves to it^ 
Notwithstanding that we hape adopted tM order 
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of tlie hook as handed doum to us, we are fully 
sensible that it is not very natural, nor very appo- 
site for the ready guiding of persons at the first 
sight; hut as it is very probable that the pious 
Archbishop's constant practice might have made it 
io familiar that he could with ease dip upon what 
place he pleased, so it is much hoped by us, that it 
may be made familiar also to others than its author. 
Yet for its first tising we have added a table of the 
contents, arranged according to reasonable order. 

Mnalh/. Lest there be any who will object to 
the division of the day into hours, as not consider- 
ing it in accordance with the teaching of the pri- 
mitive Church, we add hereto an advertisement 
concerning such division which we have met mth. 
And with this we commend the book into the good 
reader's hands. 



AN ADVEETISEMENT. 

CONCERNING 

THE DIVISION OF THE HOURS OF 

PRAYER. 



IT appeareth, both by the histories of the Jews, and 
by plain observations out of the New Testament, 
that the space of the day from the morning to the 
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evening was solemnly diTided into four equal parts, 
wMch they called Hours : [to wit] the First, the 
Tliird, the Sixth, and the Ninth. The First Hour 
comprehended the whole space from the etin being 
risen, about sis of the clock in the moruing after our 
account, tin nine, or thereabouts. The Third Hour 
began from thence, and lasted tiU. high-noon with 
•as. The Sixth, from thence to our three of the 
clock after noon. The Ninth, from that hour to the 
Vespers, or Evenaoag, about sis in the eyening, or 
mmset. And what was done in any part of the fout 
epaces was indiffereutly taken and said to be done 
in that Hour, whereuuto every space of time was 
allotted. In which respect St. Mark, chap. sv. 25, 
eaith, "It was the Thiid Hour when they crucified 
Christ :" and yet St. John, chap. xix. 14, saith, " It 
was about the Slsth Hoiir before He was yet cruci- 
fied." Nor ia there any contnidiction at all between 
these two EvangcHBtB : St. Mark understanding the 
hst part of the Third Hour, which was now at the 
very end ; and St, John meaning that it was now 
near upon the beginning of the Sixth Hour, which 
was immediately to follow ; tte endiiig of tKe Third, 
and the beginning of the Sixth, being both one and 
the same point of time.

His Gra«'a Speech, accorcUng to the original, written with 
hia own hand, nnd delivered by iim vipon the scaffold on Tower 
Bm, Jan, 10, 1644, to Ma CliflplaSn, Dr. Steine, nftw Lord 
Archhishop of Tort. 

Good people,. 

This is an imcomfortable time to preach; yet I 
shall hegin with a text of Scripture, rEcbrcTTS xii. 2 ; 
'* Let iis run with patience the race which is set be/ore 
m: looking unto Jesus, the Author and Finisher of 
our faith, who, for the jay that taas set before Him, 
endured the Cross, despising the shame, and is set down 
at the right hand of the throne of God" 

I have been long in my race; and how I have 
looked unto Jeeua, the Author and Finisher of my 
faitii, He best knows. I am now come to the end 
of my race, and here I find the Cross, a death of 
shame. But the ehamo must be despised, or no 
coming to the right hand of God. Jeaua dcspiaed 
the ehamo for me, and God forbid that I should 
not despise the shame for Him. 

I am going apace, aa you see, towards the Eed 
Bea, and my feet are upon the very brink of it : an 
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argument, I hope, fhat God is bringing me into 
the hmd of promise ; for that was the way through 
which He led His people. 

But before they came t6 it, He instituted a pass- 
over for them. A lamb it was, but it must be eaten 
with sour herbs'. I shall obey, and labour to digest 
the sour herbs, as well as the lamb. And I shall 
remember it is the Lord's passover. I shaU not 
think of the herbs, nor be angry with the hands 
that gathered them ; but look up only to Him who 
instituted that, and governs these: for men can 
have no more power over me than what is given 
them from above*. 

I am not in love with this passage through the 
Bed sea, for I have the weakness and infirmity of 
flesh and blood plentifully in me. And I have 
prayed with my Saviour, Ut transiret calix iste, 
that this cup of red wine might pass from me'. 
But if not, God's wiU, not mine, be done. And I 
shall most willingly drink of this cup as deep as 
He pleases, and enter into this sea, yea, and pass 
through it, in the way that He shall lead me. 

But I would have it remembered, good people, 
fhat when God's servants were in this boisterous 
sea, and Aaron among them, the Egyptians which 
persecuted them, and did in a manner drive them 
into that sea, were drowned in the same waters, 
while they were in pursuit <jf them.

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I know my God^ wtom I servej ia as able to 
deliver me from this sea of blood, as He was to 
deliYer the three children from the fTimaee"*, And 
(I most humbly thank my Saviour for it) my resolu- 
tion iSj 03 theira waa ; they -would not worship the 
image vrhich tho king had set up, nor wiU I the 
imagmatioas which the people are eetting up, Kor 
■will I forsaJce the temple and the truth of God, to 
follow the bleating of Jeroboam's ealyes in Dan. and 
in Bethel. 

And as for thia people, they are at this day miser- 
ably misled : Ood of Eia mercy open their eyes, that 
they may see the right way. !For at this day the 
blind lead the blind ; and if they go on, both will 
certainly fail into the ditch". 

li'or myself, I am (and I acknowledge it in all 
humility) a most grievoiis sinner many ways, by 
thought, word, and deed: and yet I cajmot doubt 
but that God bath niercy in atore for me, a poor 
penitent, as well aa for other Bmnera. I have now 
upon this Bad occaaiou raneacked every comer of my 
h^rt ; and yet I thank God I have not fotmd among 
the many any one sin, which deserves death by any 
known law of this kingdom. 

And yet hereby I charge nothing upon my judges : 
for if they proceed upon proof by Taluable witnesses, 
I or any other innocent may bo justly condemned. 
And I thank God, though the weight of the eentence

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lie heavy apon me, I am as quiet within as cTer I 
•waa m my life. 

And though I am aot only the first Archbishop, 
but the flret man, that ever died by an ordinance in 
Parliament, yet some of my predecessors have gone 
this way, though not by this means ; for Elphegiia 
was hurried away and lost his head by the Danes; 
Simon Sudbtuy iti the fiiry of "Wat Tyler and Ma 
fellows. Before these, St. John Baptist had his 
head danced off by a lewd woman ; and St. Cyprian, 
archbishop of Caitbagc, submitted his head to a per- 
secuting Bword. Many examples great and good; 
and they teach me patience. Eor I hope my cause 
in heaven will look of another dye, than liie eolour 
that is put upon it here. 

And some comfort it is to me, not only that I go 
the way of these great men in their several genera- 
tions ; but also that my charge, as foul as it is made, 
looks like that of the Jews against St. Paxil °; for he 
WQfl accused for the law and the temple, i.e. reli- 
gion ; and like that of St. StephenP, for breaking the 
ordinances which Moses gave, i. e. law and religion, 
the holy place and the law i. 

But you will eay, Bo I then compare myself with 
the integrity of St. Paul and St. Stephen ? Ko : far 
be that from me. I only raise a comfort to my^lf, 
that these great saints and servants of God wete laid 
at in their tixaes^ as I am now. And it is memo^

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rable that St. Paul, who helped on thia accusation 
against St, Stephen, did after fall under the Tery 
stone himself. 

Tea, but here is a great clamour that I Tpould have 
brought in popery. I shall answer that more fully 
by and by. In tho meantimo, yon know what ths 
Pharisees laid againet Christ Himself, "If we let 
Him alone, all men wUl beliere on Him, et venimt 
Romani, and tho Romans will come, and take away 
both our place and nation''." Here waa a causeless 
cry against Christ, that the Romans would come: 
and see how juet the judgment of God waa. They 
crucified Christ for fear lest tho Romana should come; 
and His death was it which brought in the Romans 
upon them, God punishing -them with that whieh 
they most feared. And I pray Gfod thia clamour of 
venient Somani, (of which I have given no caase,) 
help not to bring them in. For the pope never had 
such an harveat in England siuce ttie Reformation, 
as he hath now upon the sects and di'viaions that are 
amongst us- In the meantime, "by honour and dis- 
honour, by good report smd evil report, as a deoeiver 
Mid yet true'/' am I passing through this world. , 

Some particulars also I thinlL it not amisa to { 
speak of, 

1. And flrst, thia I shall be bold to speak of tho 
King, our gracious Sovereign. He hath been much 
traduced ako for bringing in of popery : hut on my

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i conscience (of which I shall give God a present 
j account) I know him to be as free from this chai^ 
• as any man living. And I hold him to be as sound 
a Protestant, according to the religion by law estab- 
lished, as any man ra his kingdom; and that he will 
I venture his life as £w and as freely for it. And I 
! think I do or should know both his affection to reli- 
: gion, and his grounds for it, as fully as any man ia 
: England. 

' 2. The second particular is concerning this great 
: and populous city, (which God bless). Here hath 
'. been of late a fashion taken up to gather hands, and 
i then go to the great court of the kingdom, the Far- 
! liamcnt, and clamour for justice; as if that great 
I and wise court, before whom the causes come which 
; are unknown to the many, could not or would not 
I do justice but at their appointment; a way which 
i may endanger many an innocent man, and pluck his 
I blood upon their own heads, and perhaps upon the 
I city's also. 

I And this hath been lately practised against my- 
self; the magistrates standing still, and suflfering 
them openly to proceed from parish to parish with- 
out check. God forgive the setters of this ; with, all 
my heart I beg it : but many well-meaning people 
are caught by it. 

In St. Stephen's case, when nothing else would 
serve, they stirred up the people agtdnst him*. And

Herod went the same way r when, he had killed St- 
James, yet he would not venture upon St. Peter, till 
he found how the other pleased the people". 

But take heed of haymg your hands fall of 
blood*; for there !& a time beet known to Himself, 
when God above other sins makes inqniisition. for 
Hood. And when that inquisition is on foot, the 
Psalmist tells ns, that God remembers; but that is 
not all; He remembers, and forgets not the com- 
plaint of the poor?,' i.e. whose blood is shed by 
oppression*. 

Take heed of this : " it is a fearful thing to fall 
into the hands of the liTing God";" but then efipe- 
ciaUy when He is making inquisition for blood. 
And with my prayers to avert it, I do heartily 
desire this city to remember the prophecy that is 
erpressed in Jer. sxvi, 15, 

3. The third particular is, the poor Chiirch of 
England. It hath flourished, and been a shelter 
to other neighbouiing ChnrcheBj when stonas have 
driven upon them. But, alas ! now it is in a storm 
itself, and God only knows whether or how it ishall 
get out. And which, ia worse than a storm from 
without, it 18 become like an oak cleft to shivers 
with wedges made out of its own body; and at 
every cleft, profaneness and irreligion is entenng 
in. "While (as Prosper saysi^) men that introduce

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I pro&neness are cloked over with the name religio- 
\ nit imaginaruB, of imaginary religion : for we haye 
I lost the Bubstance, and dwell too much in opinion. 
; And that Church, which all the Jesuits' machi- 
; nations could not ruin, is fallen into danger by her 
\ own. 

! 4. The last particular (for I am not willing to be 

too long) is, myself. I was bom and baptized in 

I the bosom of the Church of England, established by 

[ law : in that profession I have -ever since Kyed, and 

in that I come now to die. 
I What clamours and slanders I have endured for 
; labouring to keep an uniformity in the external ser- 
vice of Gh)d, according to the doctrine and discipline 
of this Church, all men know, and I have abundantly 
'. felt. Now at last I am accused of high treason in 
' Parliament, a crime which my soul ever abhorred. 
; This treason was charged to consist of two parts, — 
an endeavour to subvert the laws of the land; and 
■ a like endeavour to overthrow the true Protestant 
: religion, established by law. 

Besides my answers to the several chains, I pro- 
I tested mine innocency in both Houses. It was said, 
I prisoners' protestations at the bar must not be taken. 
I must, therefore, come now to it upon my death, 
: being instantly to give God an account for the truth 
\ of it. 

j I do therefore here, in the presence of God and 

I His holy Angels, take it upon my death, that I never 

endeavoured the subversion either of law or religion. 
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And I desire you all to remember this protest of 
miae for my innoceney in tliis, and from all treasons 
whatsoever- 

I have been accu&ed liiLCwise as an enemy to Par- 
liaments, "No : I imderetand them, and the benefit 
that comes by them, too weU to be so. But I did dia- 
like the misgovemmeats of some Parliaments many 
ways, and I had good reason for it; for corrttptto 
optimi est pessima. And that being the highest 
court, over -vrhich no other hath jurisdiction, when 
it is miBinfonned or misgoremedj the subject is left 
without all remedy. 

But I have done. I foi^ve all the world, all and 
every of those bitter enemies which have persecuted 
me ; and humbly desire to be forgiven of God first, 
and then of every nian. And bo I heartily desire 
you to Join in prayer with me. 

O eternal God and merciful Father, look down 
upon mo in mercy, in the riches and fidnesa of all 
Thy mercies. Look upon me, but not till Thou hast 
nailed my sins to the cross of Christ, not till Thou 
hflst bathed mc in the blood of Christ, not till I have 
hid myself in the wounds of Christ ; that so the pun- 
ishment due unto my sins may pas3 over me. And 
fiince Thou art pleased to try me to the uttermost^ I 
most humbly beaeeoh Thee, give me now in this 
great instant, full patience, proportionable comfort, 
and a heart ready to die for Thine honour, the King's 
happiness, and this Church's preservation. AsolTSiJs 1. 
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aeal to these (far from arrogancy be it spoken) is all 
the sin. (human frailty excepted, and all incidents 
tiiereto) which is yet known to ine in. this parti- 
cular, for which I come now to suffer ; I eay, in this 
puiticulaif of treason. But otherwise, my sins are 
many and great ; Lord, pardon them all, and thoae 
especially (whatever they are) which have drawn 
down th^?* present judgment upon me. And when 
Thou hast given me strength to bear itj do with me 
as seems best in Thine own eyes. Amen 

And that there may be a atop of this issue of blood 
in this more than miserable kingdom, O Lord, I be- 
seech Thee, give grace of repentance to all blood- 
thirsty people. But if they will not repent, Lord, 
confound all their devices, defeat and frustrate all 
their designa and endeavours upon them, which are 
or shah, be contr^y to the glory of Thy great Name, 
tho tnith and eincerity of religion, the eBtabiishment 
of the King, and his posterity after him, in their just 
rights ffind privileges; the honour and conservation 
of Purliamenta in their just power; the preservation 
of this poor Church in her truth, peace, and patri- 
mony ; and the settlement ef this distracted and dis- 
tressed people, under their ancient laws, and in their 
native libertiea. And when Thou hast done all this 
in mere mercy for them, Lord, fill their hearts 
with thanMohiess, and with religious dutifiil obedi- 
ence to Theo and Thy commaudmenta all their days. 
So, Amen, Lord Jesu, Amen. And receive my Boul 
into Thy hosom. Amen. 
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Our Fatiier, "which, art in heaveiij Hallowed be 
Thy Kamc, Thy kingdom oome. Thy will be done 
in earth, As it is ia Leaven. Give us this day our 
daily bread. And forgive us our trespasses, As we 
forgive them that trespass agaiuBt ua. And lead us 
not into temptation ; But deEvcr us from evil : For 
Thine ia the kingdom, The power and the glory, 
For ever and ever. Amen
